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DETAILED ACTION 

The previous rejection has been incorporated by reference in the instant offices 
action and has not been reiterated below. It is noted that none of the claims have been 
amended and claims 21 - 24 have been cancelled. Claims 1 - 20 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

(1) Applicant argues ''Specifically, if the references were to be combined in 
accordance with what they teach, a TV schedule would be downloaded which shows 
only those shows that are available at the predicted access times, according to Williams 
et ai with video ads being downloaded by a presumably related - EPG - but not at 
predicted access times (Claims 1 and 15), predicted times of usage (Claim 2), or 
predicted access times (Claim 8Y\ 

Applicant's agree that Williams discloses downloading TV schedule information 
at predicted access times, and that Williams is silent as to downloading audio-video 
entertainment content. Alexander teaches an improved EPG schedule guide which not 
only presents a user with schedule information but also presents audio - video 
entertainment content in the form of advertisements. Alexander further teaches the 
EPG is customizable according to user profile information and that the advertisements 
presented in the EPG are according to a user's profile. Alexander still further teaches 
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"In another embodiment, the advertisements in the library are also assigned to particular 
television program or classes of television programs in terms of channel and time ". 
Alexander yet still further teaches ' The time of the monitored event can also be taken 
into account in order to distinguish between multiple users of the same EPG or related 
television receiver. The assumption is that people using the EPG and watching 
television at different times of the day have different interests — housewives may use the 
EPG more in the morning, children may use it in the early evenings, and men who work 
outside the home may use it on Sunday afternoon" Alexander clearly establishes that 
certain audio - video advertisements are presented based on access times, in the 
morning, early evenings, Sunday afternoon etc. As a result, Applicants arguments with 

respect to "Alexander et al teaches without any regard for or evident concept of 

timing the download in accordance with any predicted access times" is not persuasive. 

(2) Applicants argue that the aatewav screen is downloaded based specifically 
on the relied-upon beginning and ending times. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. As discussed in the office action, Williams 
discloses the claimed limitations. As a result, Applicant's arguments are not persuasive.
